SOUTY BAY- Action was 
taken by the city commis- 
sion Tuesday to improve and 
expand both water and 
sewer systems, with com- 
missioners commenting both 
the services are of top 
priority. 

Palm Beach Health De- 
partment engineer Frank 
Garguilo asked the city to 
make a commitment to 
improve its sewer distribu- 
tion system so the county 
can authorize the addition of 
200 housing units in a 
project being built by South 
Bay Growers. 

Garguilo said the city's 
sewer treatment plant is in 
good condition but infiltra- 
tion is allowing so much 
water into the system it is 
overworking the plant. He 
said that if infiltration could 
be cut down to a reasonable 


level, the plant will be 
capable of. handling the 
extra, 60,000 gallons of 


sewage per day. 

City Finance Director A. 
R. Grisgby told the commis- 
slóners the administration is 
coming up with an engineer- 
ing plan dnd a proposal to 
expand the polishing pond. 
He said the plan will 
hopefully take care of the 
problem. 

Garguilo said later South 
Bay Growers had originally 
applied to the county health 
to build a

he had told them he would 
rather see the city take care 
of its problems so it could 
handle the sewage from the

Anderson and Grisgby 
said the report, already 
"being prepared by Barker, 
Osha and Anderson whith 
the city authorized Tuesday, 
may be presented to FmHA 
as early as late next week.

Sugar 

Another reduction in the 1975-76 world sugar 
estimate to 81,361,000 tons, lack of rain in Europe 
during the critical growing season, cash market 
transactions above spot and futures prices and 
increases in domestic industrial sugar prices have 
all improved bull sentiment and. propelled our long 
July positions once again into profitable price 
levels, Until the market indicates a price inversion 
we remain suspect of the advance. • Long sugar 
positions, bought 14.40-14.50, should take profits 
above 15.40 and/or raise stop protection to 14.61 if 
profits are taken, initiation of long September at the 
14.50-14.60 level is recommended with stops then 
placed at 13.82. 


Orange Juice 

After trading in a 1% cent range for fifteen 
trading days (from April 12th through May 3rd), 
the New York citrus futures market broke out on 
the down side once again. Prices at the close of 
May 4th were down 85 to 140 points from the 
previous close in heavy volume-1,000 trades 
estimated. As the market moved lower, the 
relationship between deliveries narrowed. The 
nearby May '76 to July '76 relationship finished at 
110 points, well below the normal carrying charge 
difference of 200 points. With delivered-in fruit at 
.58 and nearby May futures at .58, the basis has 
come to zero for the first time since April of 1973. 
AII three of the above elements strongly indicate the 
OJ futures are finally reaching their springtime 
bottom. A volume day of 1000 lots represents a 
climax with tired longs liquidating their positions, 
and shorts taking profits. The relative strength of 
the nearby contract indicates an economic bottom. 
With new buying of unprocessed fruit costs the 
same as processed bulk concentrate, futures have 
become a better buy than fruit. 


Corn 
Old crop corn futures are still deriving strength 

from the contructive stocks in all positions report 
which suggested a carryover this October Ist 462 
million bushels or less as opposed to more bearish 
estimates of 550 to 600 million, and some as high as 
700 million bushels set forth by pessimistic analysts 
prior to the report. The latest round of old crop 
export sales to the USSR although not large by 
past standards and perhaps well in line with the 
guidelines set forth in previous discussions and 
agreements, nevertheless were a welcome addition 
as they drew attention to the tightening old crop 
supply situation. This had been further enhanced 
by a huge export расе of late which haS~dfawn in 
part from Chicago supplies, resulting in increased 
commercial demand for old crop futures. Opposed 
to this is the excellent planting weather and rapid 
progress of the new crop which hints crop futures. 
Opposed to this is the excellent planting weather 
and rapid progress of the new crop which hints that 
final planted acreage may exceed the 82.7 million 
acre figure in the April intentions report. 
Unseasonably cold weather and frost raised some 
concern, but agroriomists, surveyed suggested little, 
if any, damage resulted. .The-logical conclusion is 
that the July-December corn spread should continue 
to widen, and we do not see reason to differ with 

the argument at this time, feeling that a spread of 
30 may eventually be seen. Last week we 
suggested that previously suggested long positions 
‚їп December might be transferred to July in view of 
the latest changes in the statistics. We would now 
place stops in July below 2.73. 


Soybean Complex 

Suddenly the surplus of soybeans in the US and 
Brazil no longer seems to be as oppressively bearish 
as was the case a few short days ago. At week's 
end soybean futures had moved up to best levels in 
fifteen weeks. Nearby soybean meal futures had 
moved up to their highest price levels in seven 
months. From a technical point of view both beans 
and meal were signaling what appeared to be major 
buy signal, although those fundamentally bearish 
could see little in the background news to justify 
such,a dramatic change in trade and speculative 
psychology. The apparent change in attitude is not 
particularly surprising. For a number of weeks we 
have suggested that bearish supply totals 
notwithstanding, spéculators might be disinclined 
to press the short side of the market in view of the 
anticipated, 9.6% reduction. in planted soybean 
acreage. It is obvious that any deviation of 1 to 3 
bushels below average yield could result an 
imbalance in supply and demand in the 1976-77 
seasón which would cut into the 280 million bushel 
carryover expected: this September 1. In addition, 


traders might want to see the development of 
foreign crops, particularly in the USSR, so as to 
more accurately assess the demand factor in the 
year ahead, not only for soybeans, but for wheat 


and corn as well.

bargaining 


GAINESVILLE--Florida's 
Lt. Governor Jim Williams, 
in speaking about proposed 
legislation calling for collec- 
tive bargaining for farm 
workers in the state, has 
affirmed that federal legisla- 
tion for agricultural employ- 
ees is what is needed. 

Speaking to the Florida 
Farm Bureau Federation's 
(FFBF) Young Farmer and 
Rancher State Committee in 
Tallahassee yesterday (May 
12), Williams said the real 
impact of collective bargain 
ing for farm workers is a 
federal issue. 

“Under the federal law, 
the only people who don't 
have collective bargaining 
guidelines spelled out are 
agricultural workers. 

"Up to now, Congress has 
not been willing to face that 
" said Williams. 
Williams made it clear to 
the group of about 25 young 
farm and ranch leaders from 
over the state that Governor 
Reubin Askew had not 
endorsed any specific collec- 
tive bargaining legislation 
such as HB 3095, which was 
passed by the House 
Commerce Committee this 
week and is scheduled for a 
hearing before the House 
Committee on Agriculture 
and General Legislation next 
week (Tuesday, May 18). 

“As a small citrus grower, 
this legislation -poses a 
problem from a harvesting 
standpoint. . Retired and 
unemployed people come. 
and pickscitrus oma per-box 
basis when they can-if you 
have organized labor for the 
harvesting of citrus you're 
going to püt out of business 
the people who supplement 
their income, when they can, 
along with those who pick 
because they are unemploy- 
ed elsewhere,” — Williams 
said. 

"The critical thing is 
certain commodities in agri- 
culture cannot be harvested 
with domestic labor, specifi- 
cally lettuce and sugar cane 
in south Florida," said 
Williams. 
illiams said this harvest- 
ing is done now under 
contract with the federal 
government for imported 
labor. "No domestic labor 
organization will contract for 
this type farm work-and no 
provisions provided under 
the state law -should be 
written without specific 
exemption' for these pro- 
ducts that we cannot now 
negotiate, even їп high 
unemployment times, for 
domestic labor," emphasized 
Williams. 

“I dont think this 
proposed legislation (referr 
ing to the collective bargain. 
ing bill) will pass‘ this year, 
and I'm not sure such 
legislation would be very 
meaningful in the implemen 
tation,” said Williams.

PHILADELPHIA, May 15, 1776-We, who are 
quite used to seeing these ‘Congress delegates 
walking around the town quite casually, have 
forgotten something which they do not forget, night 
or day. They are marked men. 

Seeing them eating in boarded houses, having 
their boots blackened at curbside, walking to the 
meeting hall to remember that these men are more 
endangered than many a soldier manning a firing 
port at New York or Williamsburg. 

No day passes that this is not made vivid to 
them. Just this past llth ult. of April, His 
Majesty's Vice Admiral Molyneux Shuldam огдегей 
his Captain Andrew Snape Hammond to “‘seize апу 
of the Delegates to the Congress (...) & keep them 
prisoners.” 

Hence, while measuring each other's principles 
of governance, the delegates are measuring also 
each other's personal stomach in case of the 
unthinkable. This mental condition gives special 
regard to one delegate in particular who is not so 
strong in the theoretical discussions, but earns high 
regard here for quite another quality..stomach. He 
is one of three delegates from Delaware, Caesar 
Rodney, brigadier of militia in his counties. 

Like a lot of them here, Rodney is a rich man's 
son, farming his family's Delaware estate, not 
unlike a feudal prince. But unlike many here, 
Rodney still looks like a son & prince. Although 
already carrying 47 years, this whip-figured 
bachelor is a handsome devil. John Adams, perhaps 
with a touch of envy, described Rodney as "tall, 
thin as a reed, pale, & his face not bigger than a 
large apple.” But the smallness of that 
cameo-perfect profile stops the wiry frame from 
being skinny, making the whole apiece from a new 
mold so different as to command the eye. His face 
has those subtleties of good looks that take a 
thousand years of privilege to breed, compounded 
by a constant reined-in grin that keeps you 
guessing. 

Though Rodney is not a heavyweight in the 
philosophical debates, he earns the regard of all the 
talksmiths on a wholly different level--his potential 
for action. 

He demonstrated that ten- years ago. When

Rodney was in the forefront of the resulting most 
daring act in the colonies-the assemblage of that 
Congress which met in New York in 1765 to defy 
the King at tremendous risk. 

Outraged by the Stamp Tax, Virginia's House 
of Burgesses went into stormy session, drafting the 
defiant Virginia Resolves, stating that only 
Virginians could tax Virginians. What a body of 
men that was-to include the likes of Randolph, 
Wythe, Fairfax, Washington, Mason, Henry, two 
Lees, Benjamin Harrison! 

However, before the session was over, those 
Virginia Resolves were watered down by the softer 
mien to take the treason out of them. А copy was 
delivered immediately to Jos. Royle, Royalist editor 
of the Virginia Gazette, Even this diluted version 
was so shocking to Royle that he suppressed any 
mention at all in print of these inflammatory 
Virginia Resolves, 

Meanwhile the angry Burgesses retired to 
Raleigh Tavern where, refueled with strong waters, 
they dispatched copies of the unrevised, undiluted 
Resolves to other colonies. In these drafts the most 
treasonous parts had not been crossed out. 

The other colonies therefore published the uncut 
version of the Resolves which they though Virginia 
had passed. Emboldened by the action they though 
Virginia had taken, they issued the brazen call for a 
Congress of all colonies in New York in 1765 to 
support Virginia & adopt the Resolves as a group. 

Now the point about Rodney is this. While 
other, perhaps greater, leaders still straddle a 

painful divided loyalty-King vs. Colony-Rodney 
je a more dangerous yet more comfortable 
position. He thinks against the King; he speaks 
against the King, & none is in doubt he will 
recklessly act against the King..if that awful 
moment should arrive, which many now think 
possible. 
hese men might each have to vote to remain 
British subjects or break off clean from the crown. 

Which me will seek an accommodation with the 
crown...periaps in exchange for damning 
information about the others? Which would stand 
— die or endanger their families? 

In the case of Rodney, delegates feel they know 
where he'll stand.
